TOWN  WARRANT 


STATE  OF  NEW  HAMPSHIRE 

To  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Eaton,  in  the  County  of  Carroll  in 
the  State  of  Neiv  Hampshire,  qualified  to  vote  in  town  affairs: 
You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in  said  Eaton 
on  Tuesday,  the  twelfth  day  of  March  next,  at  ten  o  clock  in  the  fore- 
noon to  act  on  the  following  subjects: 

1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  year  ensuing. 

2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to  defray 
town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and  make  appropriations  of  the 
same  including,  Town  Officers'  Salaries,  Town  Officers'  Expenses,  Elec- 
tion and  Registration  Expenses,  Town  Poor,  Fire  Department,  Town 
Maintenance  (Summer,  Winter  and  General  Expenses),  Street  Light- 
ing, Libraries,  Old  Age  Assistance,  Insurance,  Vital  Statistics,  Interest, 
Town  Road  Aid,  Expenses  of  the  Town  Hall  and  other  Town  Build- 
ings, Moth  Extermination-Blister  Rust. 

3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  borrow 
money  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

4.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $27.97  which  is  I/IOO  of  1%  of  the  assessed  valuation  of  the  Town, 
to  the  Lakes  Region  Association  for  the  purpose  of  publicizing  and 
promoting  the  natural  advantages  and  resources  of  the  Town,  in  co- 
operation with  other  Towns  in  the  Lakes  Region. 

5.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  adopt  a  plan  for  extending 
to  employees  of  the  Town  the  benefits  of  title  II  of  the  Federal  Social 
Security  Act  (Old  Age  and  Survivor's  Insurance)  as  authorized  by 
Chapter  101  of  the  Revised  Statutes  Annotated  Amended  by  Chapter 
301  and  332  of  the  Laws  of  1955  and  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $135.00  to  defray  the  Town's  share  of  the  cost  thereof. 

6.  To  see  if  the  Town  wishes  to  exclude  from  the  plan,  services 
in  all  classes  of  positions  filled  by  popular  election,  except  that  of 
Road  Commissioner. 

7.  To  see  if  the  Town  wishes  to  exclude  from  the  plan,  services 
in  any  class  or  classes  of  positions,  the  compensation  for  which  is  on 
a  fee  basis. 

8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  execute 
on  behalf  of  the  Town  the  necessary  agreement  with  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire  to  carry  into  effect  the  plan  and  to  see  if  the  town  will 
designate  the  Treasurer  as  the  officer  to  be  responsible  for  the  adminis- 
tration of  the  plan. 

9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  have  a  Toun  Planning  Board, 
and  to  make  available  to  it  the  powers  and  duties  prescribed  in  Chap- 
ter 36  of  the  Revised  Statutes  Annotated, 


10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  have  a  five  or  seven-mem- 
ber Planning  Board,  the  members  of  which  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
Selectmen. 

11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  enlarge  the  Tractor  Shed  so 
that  the  Grader  may  be  properly  housed  and  to  raise  and  appropriate 
sufficient  funds  to  do  so  not  exceeding  $1,000.00. 

12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum 
of  money  for  the  support  of  the  Red  Cross  Junior  Swimming  Program 
at  Crystal  Lake.  The  amount  suggested  is  $45.00. 

13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Eaton  Fire 
Department  to  collect  a  fee  of  $2.00  for  each  permit  issued  in  com- 
pliance with  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  New  Hampshire  Board 
of  Fire  Control  covering  the  installation  of  Power  Oil  Burners  and  Oil- 
Burner  equipment,  issued  July  1,  1950,  by  the  Board  of  Fire  Control 
and  all  amendments  thereto  for  the  purpose  of  regulating  the  installa- 
tion of  Power  Oil  Burners  and  Oil-Burner  Equipment. 

The  fees  collected  shall  be  kept  by  the  Eaton  Fire  Department 
and  used  to  defray  any  expenses  incurred  in  carrying  out  the  required 
issuance  of  permits. 

14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  following  Ordi- 
nance: No  person  shall  place  or  pump  Kerosene  or  Fuel  Oil  into  any 
tank  or  container  with  an  aggregate  capacity  of  Ten  (10)  gallons  or 
more  where  no  permit  has  been  granted  for  such  storage. 

15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  an  ordinance  to  aid 
the  "Associate  Advisor"  (Sec.  1,  item  VI  Revised  Laws  Chapter  175-A 
State  Board  of  Fire  Control)  to  enforce  the  Rules  and  Regulations  of 
the  New  Hampshire  Board  of  Fire  Control  covering  the  installation  of 
Power  Oil  Burners  and  Oil-Burner  Equipment  and  the  Storage  of  Fuel 
Oils  and  all  amendments  thereto  or  any  local  ordinances  pertaining 
thereto  as  follows: 

Any  person  who  shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  the  Rules 
and  Regulations  of  the  New  Hampshire  Board  of  Fire  Control  and/or 
any  amendments  thereto  or  any  local  ordinance  pertaining  to  regulat- 
ing the  installation  of  Power  Oil  Burners  and  Oil  Burner  Equipment 
and  the  storage  of  Fuel  Oils;  or  fails  to  comply  therewith,  or  who  shall 
violate  or  fail  to  comply  with  any  order  made  thereunder,  shall  several- 
ly for  each  and  every  such  violation  and  non-compliance  respectively, 
be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  punishable  by  a  fine  or  not  more  than  ten 
dollars   ($10.00). 

The  imposition  of  one  penalty  for  any  violation  shall  not  excuse 
the  violation  or  permit  it  to  continue  and  all  such  persons  shall  be 
required  to  correct  or  remedy  all  such  violations  or  defects  within  a 
reasonable  time  and  when  not  otherwise  specified,  each  ten  (10)  days 
that  prohibitive  conditions  are  maintained  shall  constitute  a  separate 
offense. 


The  application  of  such  penalties  shall  be  held  to  prevent  the 
enforced  removal  of  prohibitive  conditions. 

All  fines  levied  under  this  ordinance  shall  be  paid  to  and  for  the 
use  of  the  Town  of  Eaton.

4.  To  choose  a  Treasurer  for  the  ensuing  year. 

5.  To  choose  Agents,  Auditors  and  Committees  in  relation  to 
any  subject  embraced  in  this  warrant. 

6.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  district  will  raise  and  appro- 
priate for  the  support  of  schools,  for  the  salaries  of  school  district  offi- 
cials and  agents,  and  for  the  payment  of  statutoiy  obligations  of  the 
district,  and  to  authorize  the  application  against  said  appropriation  of 
such  sums  as  are  estimated  to  be  received  from  the  state  foundation 
aid  fund  together  with  other  income;  the  school  board  to  certify  to 
the  selectmen  the  balance  between  the  estimated  revenue  and  the  ap- 
propriation, which  balance  is  to  be  raised  by  taxes  by  the  town. 

7.  To  see  if  the  district  will  vote  to  authorize  the  employment 
of  a  helping  teacher  for  Supervisory  Union  No.  9  and  to  appropriate 
a  sum  of  $52.90  for  the  district's  share  of  this  service.
